Thuwa  Tsang  Tibetan  Village  is  a  remote  mountain  village.  It  is  arid  with  long  winters,  short 
summers,  frequent  winds,  little  rainfall,  and  long  hours  of  sunshine. 


The  road  to  the  village  is  challenging. 
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Mr.  Caihang  (b.  1959)  of  Agong  Chunwa  Village  has  a  family  of  eight.  As  the  family  head,  he  must 
stay  at  home  during  the  season  when  medicinal  herbs  are  collected  to  care  for  the  children  in  his 
family.  Before  receiving  a  solar  cooker,  he  made  a  fire  to  boil  water  and  cook.  Now,  he  uses  the  solar 
cooker  to  boil  water  and  cook. 


Ms.  Limao  Cairang  (b.  1956)  of  Thuwa  Tsang  Tibetan  Village  has  a  family  of  six.  The  chunks  of  yak 
dung  behind  her  are  what  she  burns  to  make  a  fire.  She  told  us  that,  thanks  to  her  new  solar  cooker, 
she  now  uses  one-third  less  yak  dung  than  before. 


Ms.  Yangtso  (b.1956)  boils  water  with  her  new  solar  cooker.  There  are  3  people  in  her  family.  She 
estimates  7  minutes  is  required  to  boil  a  pot  of  water  in  summer  when  the  sun  is  very  bright.

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Project  Background 


This  project  location  in  Jinyuan  Township  is  located  in  the  east  of  Hualong  Hui  Autonomous  County, 
which  is  200  km  east  of  Xining  City,  the  capital  city  of  Qinghai  Province,  PR  China.  Locals  are 
farmers  who  scratch  out  a  living  from  the  infertile  soil  of  the  surrounding  mountains.  All  residents 
depend  on  non-irrigated  fields  and  a  few  head  of  yak,  sheep  and  goats  per  household.  The  village 
leaders  estimate  that  village  income  averages  between  250  and  300  RMB  per  person  per  year,  earned 
mostly  through  collecting  medicinal  herbs  and  selling  them  to  local  traders.  With  such  limited 
income,  most  households  accumulate  large  debts. 

The  villages  have  little  cultivated  land.  Irrigated  fields  are  mostly  sown  to  wheat,  the  staple  crop  of 
many  local  Tibetan  villages,  which  is  then  used  to  make  bread  and  noodles.  Villagers  grow  potatoes, 
rapeseed,  beans  and  barley  on  non-irrigated  land.  Barley  is  primarily  used  to  feed  livestock.  Current 
wheat  yields  are  so  low  that  they  do  not  meet  a  household's  yearly  needs;  on  average,  each  family 
purchases  about  1 ,000  kg  of  wheat  annually.  Local  wheat  sellers  and  wealthier  families  have  loaned 
wheat  on  interest.  A  50  kg  sack  of  wheat  costs  118  RMB  at  current  prices.  This  represents  an  average 
household  expenditure  for  wheat  of  about  2,200  RMB  per  year.
